Under the present system of dispens- 
ing charity, whenever it becomes nec- 
essary to relieve any pecaHarly dis- 
tressing case, which requires a little 
wtore than the ordinary amount of funds 
Ac, it becomes necessary for some 
one to take a subscription paper and go 
around and take up a collection to re- 
lieve the case in question. This places 
the full duty upon one or two persons, 
and also places the full burden upon a 
few. By the means suggested the 
cost could be divided among the entire 
town and no one would be made much 
the jK)orer. 

Money cannot be better spent than 
fsr sweet duttity's srice. IHils organ- 
ization could easily and readily lio 
made. Other towns have such a so- 
ciety, why sheaM not we? 

If some one will hut take the initia- 
tive, before we are called upon to re- 
lieve another case of distress, there 
would be a Board of Associated Chari- 
ties, or some such similar organization 
to whom tile sufferer might ai)ply and 
their wanto be speedily relieved. 



The fair meeting was not held Satur- 
day, because of the fact that the Wal- 
ker sale continued uutil so late that the 
eountiy people were compelled to leave 
town as soon as it was over.

New High Bridge Open. 

The lirst trains on the Q & C system 
were run over the new high bridge 
Monday. The structure has hti-n 
practically completed for some time 
but tile railroad pet^ desired to have 
eventho-minutest detail thoroughly test 
ed and inspected before running trains 
over it. The" structure cost in the 
neighborhood of a half million dollars 
and is in many respects the most re- 
markable feat of engineering ever at- 
tempted and is the hight st bridge over 
a navigable stream in the world. 

It is thirty-one feet higher than the 
old bridge heing built on the srnne 
foundation and over the old structure, 
and the rails are .'^08 feet above low 
water mark in the Kentucky river. It 
was built within about two years, dur- 
ing which time trains were not stop- 
ped from running ov&r the old t»idge 
a single day. 

The main span of the new structure 
is l,2oO feet long, and more than 7.000 
tons of steel was used in its construc- 
tion, while l.xs.rjOO Steel bolts hold the 
framework together. It is designed to 
carry double tracks and will bear the 
heaviest trains now m UM in the 
Ui'it((l States.

THE COMING PLOW 
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Another Tktry A$T«CiHetf M^a. 

Prof. H. Garman, entomologist for 
the Kentucky Experiment Stntion at 
Lexington, who has been in several 

eastern Kentucky counties studying 
various cases of Pella^a and seeking 
to discover its origin, has tha fttkming 
to say as to his rt searches: 

"While I have not yet reached a defi- 
nite conclusion, I am mclined tothebe- 
lief that the disease is infectious, not- 
withstanding the opinion of physicians 
and other authorities who have been 
working with it that is not contagious. 

"Investigations made by me on this 
trip tend to show that the disease is 
caused and disseminated by the inocu- 
lation of the patient. Whether this in- 
oculation is from the germs known as 
the "buffalo gnat", I am unable yet to 
fully determine. 

"This I do know, that within a short 
distance of the house where I found 
four onaaa pellegra in one family I ' 
discovered several specimens of the 
buffalo gnat, two of the specimens 
alive and ^ others in a mummified 
state. They were found in the water 
and their proximity to these cases of 
pellagra tonda to confirm the belief 
that they are responsible for the in- 
fection, through this I have not fully 
substantiated." 

Prof. Garman says that he expects 
to make another trip to the same sec- 
tion soon for further investigation, and 
also to visit it again next spring to as- 
certain if pellagra conditions are af- 
fected by cold weather. He believes 
that if the origin of the disease can be 
determined and the conditions snrround- 
ing its dissemination understood pel- 
lagra can be stamped out."
